Selectmen's  Report 


To  the  citizens  of  the  town  of  Brooklyn,  in  submitting  this  my  sec- 
ond annual  report  as  first  selectman,  I  think  that  a  few  words  may  aid 
in  understanding  the  present  condition  of  the  town,  as  regards  road 
repairs,  etc.,  also  as  regards  its  financial  condition. 

The  road  at  the  ledges  on  main  road  to  Danielson,  is  in  very  bad 
shape,  but  the  present  board  did  not  deem  it  best  to  undertake  its  re- 
pair without  a  vote  of  the  town. 

The  cost  to  repair  it  has  been  estimated  as  being  from  $400.00  to 
$2,C00.00. 

There  is  no  question  but  that  this  being  on  the  main  road,  its  be- 
ing put  into  proper  condition  is  what  should  be  done,  even  in  advance 
of  all  other  repairs. 

You  will  see  by  the  treasurer's  report,  that  the  debt  has  been  re- 
duced, while  we  wish  it  had  been  more,  we  fell  that  no  more  work  has 
been  done  than  was  necessary. 

We  believe  that  greater  care  should  be  taken  as  regards  the  poor 
of  the  town,  while  they  should  be  taken  care  of,  we  think  in  some 
cases,  there  may  be  less  expense.

Brooklyn,  Connecticut,  August  28,  1908 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen? 

During  the  year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Sight,  the  health  con- 
dition of  the  Town  of  Brooklyn  has  been  on  a  par  with  former  years. 

Cases  of  Typhoid,  Diptheria,  Measles  and  Consumption,  have 
been  reported  by  the  attending  physicians;  the  latter  disease,  con- 
sumption, has  proved  the  more  fatal. 

Very  few  complaints  have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
health  officer.  It  is  hoped  that  the  County  officials  will,  before  an- 
other year  passes  by,  make  radical  changes  in  the  Sewerage  of  the 
Windham  County  Jail.  The  conditions  there  at  the  present  time  are 
such  as  to  be  a  menace  to  the  health  of  the  people.
